In the light of the cited prior art the subject matter of claims 1-6 appears to be 
novel and to involve an inventive step (Articles 33(2) and 33(3) PCT) (Box V). 

D1 discloses disazo dyestuffs which differ structurally from the coimpositions and 
compounds as claimed in the present application in the substituent R4 which is 
always -NH(CH 2 ) x S0 3 H in the present application. 

D2 discloses disazo dyestuffs differing from the subject matter claimed in the 
same substituent. 

The technical problem underlying the present application was the provision of 
further compounds and compositions useful as dyestuffs. 

The Applicant has provided comparative data which demonstrate a superior effect 
of the claimed ink composition when compared to an ink composition according to 
D1 which differs structurally only in the R4 substituent. The superior effect of the 
claimed ink appears to be non-obvious in the light of the prior art. 
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
